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The Suspension Bridge is one of the three principal 
bridges spanning the Pasig River at Manila and connecting 
the new and old cities. It is not elevated a great distance 
above the water, but the massive stone towers which 
support it rise to a good height. The bridge has highways 
for vehicles as well as for pedestrians. The river is a scene 
of commercial activity, numerous picturesque craft con¬ 
stantly plying to and fro. 
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
